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For  the  most  of  the  following  text  we  are  Indebted  to 
Mr.  Lynn  S.  Nichols,  now  resting  at  West  Palm  Beach. 
Florida.  Referring  to  the  sources  from  which  he ‘obtained 
his  notes  he  says:  “In  making  these  notes  I  have  copied 
certain  passages,  as  from  the  Nichols  Book  by  George  W. 
Nichols,  rather  fully.”  Some  of  these  notes  are  from  New 
England  Geneological  libraries,  some  from  family  Bibles 
and  some  from  personal  recollections  of  the  family.  The 
charts  which  appeared  in  1890  were  compiled  by  Dormer 
Nichols  Hickey  and  her  brother.  Judge  Jason  E.  Nichols. 
In  attempting  to  complete  those  charts,  we  have  been  un¬ 
able  to  locate  some  of  the  families,  just  as  Mrs.  Hickey  was 
unable  to  complete  them  nearly  forty  years  ago.  We  close 
these  pages  reluctantly  at  .  the  time  of  thfr  Centennial  .Re¬ 
union,  realizing  and  regretting ^nur  failure  to  accomplish  our 
original  objective,  namely,  to-  faithfully  chronicle  every 
descendant  of  the  Canada  Settlement  families.  We  con¬ 
sole  ourselves  with  the  hope  that  at  some  futiire  date  even 
the  "last  tribes”  may  be  located  and  catalogued,  Especial 
thanks  are  due  to  the  following,  and  to  many  others,  for 
co-operation,  for  furnishing  data  and  other  assistance:

_  (d)  Francis  Nicholls,  of  Ampthill,  Bedford  Connty  which 

is  about  forty  miles  from  London,  the  eldest  son  of  An¬ 
thony,  is  described  as  of  the  Middle  Temple,  one  of  the 
Squires  of  Bath  and  lies  buried  at  Ampthill.  The  date  of 
his  birth  is  unknown. 

In  1613  the  custody  of  the  Great  Park  at  Ampthill,  In 
Bedfordshire,  was  granted  to  Sir  George  Bruce  of  Carnock, 
father  of  Margaret  Bruce,  the  manor  of  Ampthill  being 
vested  in  the  Crown.  Francis  married  Margaret  Bruce 
and  they  were  for  many  years  lessees  of  the  Ampthill  Great 
Park,  under  Sir  George  and  resided  at  the  Great  Lodge 
or  Capitol  ^iansion,  as  it  was  then  styled. 

Francis  died  September  6.  1622:  burled  at  Ampthill  Sep- 
temtier  9,  1022 ;  the  will  of  his  wife  Margaret  was  dated 
April  20  1  651.  in  which  she  left  all  her  effects  to  her  son 
Francis.

The  name  of  Bruce  shines  as  the  bright  consummate  star 
of  Scottish  history.  No  family  has  played  a  greater  part 
to  the  historic,  social  and  diplomatic  life  of  the  British 
Empire  or  been  more  closely  Identified  with  Its  material 
progress.  >•  .- 

The  family  record  goes  back  to  the  dawn  of  history 
through  tradition,  myth,  secular  and  sacred  history. 

The  record  goes  back  to  Fergus  and  Eocha  who  ruled 
before  the  Sixth  Century.  Beyond  Fergus  and  EJocha  are 
the  famous  Irish  Kings  from  whom  the  Scots  descended 
and  whose  origin  leads  through  Spain,  Phenias,  Egypt, 
Judea  and  Babylon. 

The  first  authentic  record  back  of  which  Is  only  myth 
and  tradition  gleamed  from  the  sages  of  Norway,  Denmark, 
Ireland  and  the  Orkneys,  is  that  of  Sveide,  a  Viking  from 
the  Scandinavian  Countries,  who  lived  about  the  middle  of 
the  Eighth  Century,  a  direct  male  ancestor  of  the  Bruce

He  died  June 
I  7,  1329  in  the  fifty-fifth  year  of  his  age  and  the  twenty- 
i  third  year  of  his  reign.  He  was  buried  in  the  Church  at 
Dunfrmline  beside  his  wife  who  had  died  in  1327. 

While  on  his  dieathbed,  he  directed  that  his  heart  should 
be  removed  from  his  body  after  death  and  then  be  brought 
back  and  buried  in  the  new  Church  at  Melrose  Abbey.  This 
duty  was  Intrusted  to  Sir  James  of  Douglas  who  in  ful- 
j  fillment  of  his  promise  started  for  the  Holy  Land  in  the 
j  Spring  of  1330,  carrying  the  heart  in  a  silver  casket.  Sir 
James  was  killed  in  a  battle  of  the  Holy  War  and  the  silver 
casket,  with  his  body,  was  recovered  and  returned  to 
I  Scotland. 

.1  The  heart  of  Bruce  was  Interredi  in  Melrose  Abbey  with- 
I  out  ever  having  laid  at  the  Holy  Sepulchre  at  Jerusalem, 
j  No  name  has  been  more  deeply  engraven  upon  the  hearts 
I  of  the  Scottish  people  than  Robert  Bruce.  His  achieve- 
!  ment  in  establishing  the  Independence  of  his  native  land 
I  made  him  a  great  figure  and  his  knightly  character  won 
I  for  him  the  undying  affection  of  his  countrymen.  Romance 
has  blossomed  into  full  flower  in  the  story  of  his  life,  whi  e 
fact  and  Imagination  have  closely  intermingled  as  his  deeds 
have  been  rehearsed.  Upon  the  national  life  of  Scotland 
he  exercised  a  profound  andi  enduring  influence.  He 
changed  the  history  of  England  as  well  as  of  Scotland  and 
made  possible  the  one  great  nation  where  two  warring 
peoples  had  before  existed. 

In  traditions,  folk  lore  and  poetry,  the  Inspiration  of  his 
deeds  and  the  loving  loyalty  that  has  encomiKissed  his 
memory  have  enriched  the  literature  of  the  English  tongue.

E.  XXXII 

Seargent  Francis  Nlcholls,  the  founder  of  the  Nichols 
family  in  North  America,- was  bom  in  England  about  1595. 

!  Coming  to  America  in  16^  on  the  ship  Frances.  This  was 
j  at  a  time  when  there  was  no  Parliament  in  England, 
j  when  the  Puritan  colonies  In  Jfew..  England  offered  a 
I  refuge  to  Englishmen  who  took  their  religion  seriously. 

1  He  was  a  military '  man  having  seen  much  service  in 
the  Royaiist-  Btde~dnrlng  the  Ctrip-War  in  England  and" 
was  exiled  with  the  Stuarts,  going  to  the  Hague,  thence  to 
the  Continent  of  North  America. 

With.  Rev.  Adam  Blakaman  at  tbe  Church  of  England, 
who  led  a  company  of  some  seventeen  families  in  1639,  he 
left  Wetherafleld,  Connecticut  and  located  at  what  Is 
now  the  town  of  Stratford. 

There  is  no  record  of  his  first  marriage,  which  occurred 
In  England,  a  marriage  which  It  Is  thought  was  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  to  his  aristocratic  parents,  probably  on  religious 
grounds.  Francis  brought  with  him  from  Ehigland,  four 
children,  it  being  assumed  that  be  was  a  widower  at  that

and  a  daughter,  whose  name  is  unknown  and  who  married 
Richard  Mills. 

Francis  married  a  second  time  in  1645,  Anna,  daughter 
of  Deacon  Barnabas  Wines  of  Southold,  L.  I.,  by  whom  he 
had  a  second  daughter,  Ann.  The  name  by  which  Francis 
j  Nichols  is  known  in  history,  is  that  of  Sergeant  Francis 
Nichols.  He  died  in  January,  1650.

Caleb  NichoUs,  son  of  Sergeant  Francis  Nlcholls,  was 
born  In  England  and  came  to  Stratford,  (Connecticut  with 
his  father  and  other  members  of  the  family  in  1639  and 
about  1650  he  married  Ann,  a  daughter  of  Andrew  and 
Ester  Sherman  Warde  of  Fairfield,  who  was  bom  in  1620 
and  died  at  Woodbury,' July  23,  1718.  He  resided  at  Stat- 
ford  until  about  1770,  when,  vrith  most  of  his  family,  he 
moved  to  Woodbury,  ^nnecticut.

'He 
was  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1739.  He  died  in 
1760  at  Nicholls  Farm,  where  he  had  resided  a  greater 
portion  of  his  life.

OUR  REVOLUTIONARY  ANCESTOR 
David  Niehols 

H.  XXXVI 

David  Nichols  was  bora  September  23,  1744  at  Woodburyf 
Connecticut.  In  1767  he  married  Annis  Hurlbut  who  was 
the  daughter  of  Consider  Hurlbut  and  Patience  Hawley, 
residents  of  Woodbury,  and  who  was  baptized)  July  5,  1747. 
David  died  of  cholera  on  Lake  Ontario,  near  Toronto, 
June  24,  1832. 

In  early  life  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  tanner  and  shoe¬ 
maker,  and  himself  set  up  the  first  tannery  in  Wllliamston, 
Mass.,  where  he  moved  in  1768,  being  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  that  town.  Before  1790  he  moved  to  SheHwurae,  Vt.,  and 
later  to  St  Albans,  and  as, early  as  1798  to  Beech  Ridge, 
Argenteuil  County,  Quebec,  ’where  he  was  one  of  the  first 
settlers,  making  this  last  change  to  obtain  land  for  his 
sons,  who  preferred  farming  to  their  father’s  trade. 

His  first  wife,  who  was  the  mother  of  nine  children, 
was  Annis  Hurlbut  She  was  the  daughter  of  Consider 
Hurlbut.  She  was  baptized  in  Roxbury  parish  July  5,  1747, 
and  died  probably  at  Wllliamston,  while  her  son  Tmman 
Walker  was  a  little  boy.  Her  children  were  all  bora  at 
Wllliamston  except,  perhaps,  the  youngest,  James. 


His  second  wife  was  Rebecca  Kellogg,  widow  of  Elisha 
Kellogg.  She  was  a  woman  of  more  than  ordinary  capacity, 
skillful  in  nursing  the  sick,  and  la  those  pioneer  times  of 
northern  Vermont  was  often  the  only  doctor  available  in  all 
the  country  side.  She  was  also  a  devoted  Methodist  and 
while  living  in 'St  Albafis,"' their  was  the  meeting 

place  of  the  Methodists  until  their  ^urch  was  built.  Her 
house  was  ever  the'  stopping  place  of  itinerant  preachers, 
her  husband  being"  a  preacher  of-  the  same-denomination. 
The  Vermont  Gazetter  tells  several  trite  stories  of  her 
decisive  character,  one  of  which  follows:  “One  day,  as  Rev. 
Nichols  was  sitting- in  the  chnrch,  a  man  of  the  town,  named 
Ryan,  a  hater  .of  aH  preachers,  came  Into  the  church  and 
tweaked  David  Nichols’  nose.  The  assaulted  pastor  sat 
mute  and  meek.  But  his  wife  and  daughter,  in  righteous 
indignation,,  took  Byan  by  the  arm,  and  marched  him  to  the 
door,  which  they  closed  after  him  firmly.”  She  probably 
died  In  Hawkesbury,  Ont 

Of  David’s  military  exx)erlences  and  records  we  quote 
from  the-,  files  of  .  Marie.  Nichols  'Thomas,  whose  national 
number  in  D.  A.  B  is  71647,  Eansing 'Chapter,  dated  Feb¬ 
ruary  11,  1909: 

“David  Nichols  was  a  drraomer  in  Captain  Enos  Parker’s 
company,  Colonel  Benjamin  Simond’s  regiment,  Berkshire 
County  militia,  from  August  14  to  19,  1777,  the  regiment 
being  detached  from  the  Berkshire  County  militia  to  rein¬ 
force  the  Continental  Army  at  Bennington.  Lessing’s  field 
book  shows  that  the  regiment  under  Simond  arrived  during 
the  night  of  the  14th  and  participated  in  the  battle. 

“Another  entry  spelled  Nickels  states  he  also  saw  service 
October  14  and  15,  1780,  as  a  private  in  Lieut.  John  Kil- 
bura’s  company,  of  the  same  regiment,  the  comi)any  having 
marched  to  Vermont  on  alarm. 

(“In  addition  to  these  records  the  family  records  show: 
His  name  was  upon  the  payroll  of  Oapt.  Archibald  McNeil’s 
'  Company,  in  the  Second  Regiment  of  Connecticut,  forces 
for  the  year  1762  being  on  file  in  Hartford.  'This  company 
was  from  Litchfield  County,  and  some  of  the  officers  and 
privates  were  from  Woodbury.)  ’ 

“David  Nichols’  services  to  his  country  were  not  con¬ 
fined  to  his  military  efforts.  At  different  times  he  was 
driven  to  his  utmost  to  supi^y  shoes  for  the  soldiers,  work¬ 
ing  even  on  Sundays,  himself  as  well  as  bis  workmen, 
which  was  sorrfy  against  his  principles.  His  tannery  Is 
mentioned  in  the  History  of  ^rkshire  County,  published 
1S29,  on  page  405. 

“After  the  Revolution  he  moved  to  Vermont  and  resided 
at  St.  Albans,  leaving  there  as  early  as  1806,  but  leaving 
a  sufficient  impress  upon  the  community  to  become  anec- 
doted  as  late  as  .1880,  in  the  Vermont  Gazetteer,  Volume  2, 
page  292,  334,  and  335,  where  mention  is  made  of  his 
piety  and  devotion  to  Methodism. 

'  The  following  obituary  was  printed  In  the  Toronto 
(York)  “Christian  Guardian.” — 

Died,  on  June  24th,  on  board  the  steamship  Niagara 
two  hours  before  she  arrived  at  York,  Mr.  David  Nichols 
of  Hawkesbury  on  his  way  to  Toronto,  aged  89  years, 
leaving  a  numerous  family  to  sorrow  behind.  He  was  one 
of  the  first  preachers  in  Lower  Canada,  and  has  been  a 
local  preacher  for  twenty  years,  notable  in  his  zeal  for 
calling  sinners  to  rei>entanee.  He  died  in  the  triumph  of 
the  faith  which  he  preached,  and  now  rests  from  his 
labors.’’

At  this  point  is  included  the  copy  of  a  paper  written  by 
George  W.  Nichols  for  the  family  reunion  of  the  Nichols 
family  at  Grand  Ledge,  Michigan,  August  13,  1890. 

“One  hundred  and  fifty-four  years  ago,  or  thereabouts, 
down  in  the  old  State  of  Connecticut,  in  Woodbury,  there 
was  born  a  man-child,  to  whom  they  gave  the  name  of 
David,  whose  surname  was  Nichols,  and  whom  the  most 
aged  of  us  call  grandfather.  I  arrive  at  the  date  of  his 
birth  by  knowing  the  ages  ond  dates  of  death  of  many  of 
our  ancestors,  and  tracing  back  from  them  conclude  Grand 
father  David’  was  bom  in  1736.  .  ' 

“1  do  not  know,  but  conclude  his  father  did  not  live 
to  be  old,  from  a  statement  I  have  heard  my  father  make, 
viz :  he,  at  an  early  age,  was  bound  out,  as  they  termed  it, 
by  an  older  brother.  The  trade  was  tanner  and  shoemaker, 
which  business  he  followed  all  his  life.  Seven  years  was 
the  term  of  apprenticeship.  During  this  time  he  had  a  com¬ 
panion  in  the  service,  a  young  man  about  his  own  age. 
After  serving  six  years  they  became  discontented,  and  I 
conclude  a  little  rebellious  in  their  feelings,  said  to  be  the 
result  of  maltreatment,  and  as  they  regarded  it,  a  disj^si- 
tion  to  exercise  imdue  authority  over  them.  They  decided 
to  leave,  but  in  a  day  or  to  they  were  pursued  and  over¬ 
taken  by  their  master  and  one  of  his  neighbors,  hence  the 
young  runaways  were  turned  back.  Stopping  at  an  inn 
for  the  night,  after  supper,  and  all  were  comfortably  seated, 
their  master  became  inclined  to  show  off  a  little  in  the 
exercise  of  his  supposed  authority  and  power;  he  places 
--  two  chairs  in  the  center  of  the  room,  the  object  of  which 
was,  as  they  supposed,  to  hunrt)le  them.  '  Then  his  order 
was  issuedi:  ‘Boys,  come  forward  and  take  these  chairs.’ 
David’s  companion  in  trouble  walked  forward  and  took  one 
of  the  seats,  but  David  sat  stilL  Sternly  the  man  ex- 
etaimed,  ‘David,  are  you  not  goifig  to  obey  my  order?’ 
Equall.v  emphatic  was  the  reply,  “No  sir.’ 

‘•The  master  raised  his  cane  and  approached  the  boy, 
ordering  him  once  more  to  obey,  accompanying  his  order 
with  a  threat.  Again  the  young  rebel  declared  he  would 
not,  and  added,  ‘Strike  me  with  that  cane,  and  I  will  smash 
you  through  the  floor.’  Here  was  shown  a  prominent  char¬ 
acteristic  or  trait,  or  disposition,  call  it  what  you  please; 
it  was  this;  There  is  none  above  .me  but  God  and  the 
law.  The  result  of  this  little  episode  was  that  the  naaster 
let  David  go,  for  if  he  would  not  be  obedient,  he  did  not 
want  him  longer. 

- **1  do  nor  know  the  year  oThts  tlrsrmarrtage,  hof  how  old 

he  was  at  that  time.  His  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Hnrlburt.  bore  him  nine  children,  five  boys  and  four  girls: 
Israel,  who  married  a  Miss  Mills;  David,  a  Miss  Preston; 
Asahel,  a  Mi-ss  Westover;  Truman  W.,  a  Miss  Mitchell; 
James,  a  MLss  Hines.  Zuba  was  the  second  child  and  mar- 
•  ried  a  Mr.  Church;  Desire,  the  third  child,  a  Mr.  -Wolcutt; 

Anise,  the  fourth  child,  a  Mr.  Jones ;  Sally,  the  fifth  child, 
I,  a  Mr.  Hall;  then  followed  the  boys  In  the  order  named : 
David,  .4sahel,  Truman  and  James,  , . 


“Our  grandfather’s  second  wife  was  a  Mrs.  Kellogg, 
his  third  was  Ann  Scribner,  by  whom  he  had  two  duldrra, 
eirls.  One,  Dmsillar  died,  in  childhood ;  the  other  si^tv^,  - 

Sd  has  been  known  to  our  race  as  Aunt  Ai^nda.  Shed^ 

parted  this  life  about  nine  years  ago,  in  ^  township  of 
Eagle,  at  the  residence  of  David  Chark,  who  informed  ^ 
she  had  good  care  during  her  last  days, 
burial.  We  have  no  reason  to  doubt  his  won^  for  he  Is  a 
noble  man,  end  his  wife  a  good  woman.  And  so  the  last 
of  our  grandfathers’  children  had  gone  to  join  the  great 

™“^^^ourth  and  last  wife  was  a  widow  Mears,  whom 
he  survived.  He  was  a  zealous  Christian  from  earlyWe. 
TTia  first  church  membership  was  the  Presbyterians,  where 
he  became  a  deacon,  ever  afterward  ^ing  ^lled  ^^n 
Nichols.’  -While  still  young  he  united  with  the  Methodists, 
and  became  a  local  preacher,  and  in  that  capacity  he 

lived  out  his  days.  ^  u 

“He  was  a  man  of  retentive  memory  and  a  thorough  Bible 

student.  At  the  age  of  ninety  he  signified  a  desire  to 
visit  some  of  his  children  In  the  then  called  west  Aunt 
SaUy  HaU  and  her  son  Fletcher  went  from  near  Toronto 
to  Lower  Canada  to  accompany  the  old  gentleman  on  his 
journey.  The  younger  part  of  our  family  had  never  seen 
him,  and  were  eagerly  anticipating  that  pleasure,  but  were 
doomed  to  disappointm«it.  While  on  board  the  boat  on 
Lake  Ontario  be  was  taken  suddenly  ill  and  died.  It  was  the 
year  of  the  cholera,  which  was,  as  nearly  as  I  can  axer- 
tain,  August,  1828.  The  captain  of  the  boat  thought  first 
to  consign  his  remains  to  a  watery  grave,  bat  the  inter¬ 
cession  o<  daughter  and  grandson  prevailed.  ^ 

Be  was  brought  to  Toronto  and  buried  in  the  Protestant 

•Thus  the  old  patriarch  gathered  up  his  feet  in  death, 
resigned  his  spirit  to  that  God  who  gave  it  and  whom 
he  had  served  a  life  time,  .  t 

One  little  Incident  occurred  on  the  boat  which  I  wiu 
give  to  show  his  unmltlgating  zeal  to  the  last  There  were 
two  English  genUemen  (they  thought  themselves  such), 
on  board)  who  Indulged  in  much  profanity. 

One  day  as  the  old  gentleman  was  walking  the  deck 
he  stopped  short,  faced  them  raised  his  cane  and  said : 
“And  if  some  certain  time  appear 
I’ll  not  overawed 
I’ll  let  the  scoffing  sinner  hear 
That  I  can  speak  for  God.’’ 

“They  were  gentlemen  enough  to  desist  from  profanity 
after  that  in  his  presence. 

“Th  longevlly  of  my  father’s  family  was  about  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Uncle  Israel  died  at  about  sixty;  David  at  eighty- 
four;  Asahel  about  twenty;  Walker  at  ninety-five  years, 
eight  months,  fifteen  days;  and  James  about  thirty. 
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“I  now  give,  as  correctly  as  I  can,  a  brief  history  of  my  ! 
father’s  family.  Father,  Truman  Walker,  was  born  in 
WUliamstown,  Mass.,  April  16,  1783,  While  yet  a  child 
his  father  emigrated  to  St  All)ag«»  .Vt^*  remaining  there 
until  father  was  about  fifteen  years  old.  To  obtain  land  ! 
for  his  boys,  he  removed  from  there  to  Lower  Canada ;  none 
of  his  boys  liked  his  trade.  Our  father,  at  the  early  age  • 
of  nineteen,  married  OUve  Mitchell,,  by  .whom  he  had  five 
children,  foor  daughters  and  one  son,  as  follows:  Evallna,  I 
Menora,  Pharosina,  James,  Hnrlburt,  Sephronia.  Our  | 
father's  first  marriaga  occurred  lit  the  year  1802.  Evalina  | 
married  Warren  Greene,  Menora  married  Daniel  Monroe. 
These  men  are  ail  dead;  Sophronia  stdi  living,  in  her 
eigiuy-secondt  year.  The  .yoongest -son,.  James  H.,  is  still 
living  in  Tennessee,  and' Is  In  his*  eighty-second  year.  I 
wish  the  conservative,  candid  old  man  with  us  today.  We  I 
may  hear  from  him  by  letter,  pointing  to  this  day. 

“In  the  year  1811  or  1312  the  mother  of  these  five  children 
passed  over  the  river  of  Death,  living  our  father  with  five 
little  ones  on  his  bands;  a  sad  condition,  yet  an  affliction 
which  many  have  experienced. 

“For  his  scond  wife  he  ^married  .  Elizabeth  i^tchel,  (1813, 
known  to  ns  as  Betsy),  a  Vi^er'bf  his* first  wife.'  By  her 
he  had  nine  children,  only  fourteen  of  us  in  all,  and  every¬ 
one  of  them  lived  to  be  men  and  women.  He  had  fourteen 
children  and  fifty-eight  grandchildrmi.  In  1817  moved  to 
Royalton,  N.  Y.  In  1826  to  London,  Canada  West.  In  1837 
to  Michigan. 

“Now  of  our  father,  suffer  me  first  to  say  he  was  an  | 
honest,  upright  man.  Circumstances  placed  him  where  ! 
dishonesty  would  have  developed  had  it  been  in  his  nature,  j 
He  was  a  man  of  great  force  and  energy.  He  never  put  | 
his  hand  to  the  plow  and  looked  back.  He  was  a  natural 
born  leader,  and  worked  naturally  aud  easUy  to  the  front. 
His  words  were  “Come  boys,”  he  never  said  “Go  boys.” 

I  used  to  think  had  he  been  educated  at  West  Point,  and 
been  at  the  bead  of  an  opposing  army,  Ulysses  would,  for 
once,  have  found  his  match. 

“He  was  a  man  of  great  physical  endurance;  at  the  age 
of  ninety  he  would  put  his  foot  In  the  stirrup  and  set 
himself  upon  a  horse’s  back  as  fairly  as  most  young  men. 
He  departed  this  life  January  1,  1879  at  bis  home  in  Canada 
Settlement  and  is  burled  In  Pioneer  Cemetery. 

“Our  dear  loving,  trustful,  patient,  constant  mother!  At 
the  age  of  sixty-nine  she  pass^  over  the  river.  Her  death 
occurred  March  28,  1863. 

••The  oldest  of  the  first  family  died,  if  I  mistake  not  in 
1827.  The  second  daughter  died)  July  9,  1854,  the  third 
next  to  go  was  Pharosina,  who  died  March  15.  1884. 

•The  second  family  are  In  order  as  follows :  First,  Martin 
(I  will  take  the  liberty  to  briefly  comment  as  I  pass  along)  ; 
you  all  know  him.  If  he  has  a  good  thing  to  say  of  him¬ 
self  he  can  walk  np  and  say  it. 

“The  next  was  Jason.  He  joined  the  great  majority  seven 
years  ago.  He  was  a  candid,  substantial,  peaceable,  law- 
abiding.  good  citizen. 

“The  next  in  order  was  Annis ;  religions,  faithful  in  the 
discharge  of  duty,  charitable,  sympathetic,  a  kind,  loving 
mother,  died  July  24,  1866. 

“The  next  Maria,  known  to  ns  as  Mrs.  Smith,  lives  In 
this  beautiful  village,  and  whether,  when  she  dies,  all 
Grand  Ledge  will  mourn,  as  did  Joppa  when  Dorcas  died, 

I  don’t  know,  but  this  I  do  know,  she  Ls  always  ready  to 
feed  the  hungry,  visit  the  sick,  speak  words  of  comfort, 
minister  to  them,  smooth  their  pillows,  hold  their  heads 
or  by  their  bedsides  by  night  and  by  day.  Blessed  '‘Aunt 
Maria.”  May  the  Lord  reward  her  for  her  labor. 


•‘Next  Jn  order  is  George  W.  Weil,  you  know  there  Is  al¬ 
most  always  a  black  sheep  in  the  flock.  (He  calls  himself 
the  “black  Jiecp,”  but  to  us  who  have  known  him  long  and 
luved  him  well,  he  is  the  best  oi  fathers,  the  kindest  of 
husbands,  and  has  always  beCn'an  energetic,  working  min¬ 
ister  of  Christ.-Secy.) 

••The  next  in  order  is,  or  was,  Hiram  B.  a  professor  of 
religion  from  a  child,  the  last  years  of  his  life  were  ^>ent 
in  the  ministry,  in  earnest  work  for  his  Lord  and  Mas¬ 
ter.  As  the  great  founder  of  Methodism  said  he  desired  to 
do,  he  once  fb'work' ahdTb  liye.  "He  died  at  the“ 

age  of  55  years,  January  1,  1879. 

•The  next  was  Olive,  who  died  at  the  age  of  16,  on  the 
21st  day  of  January,  1844.  She  passed  the  ordeal  of  death 
the  youngest  of  the  family. 

“The  next  was  Wesley.  I  would  speak  modestly  of  him, 
but  must  say,  as  a  lawyer,  he  was  able.  He  was  compan¬ 
ionable  and  for  his  social  qualities  it  was  hard  to  find 
his  superior.  He  died  December  31,  1880. 

“The  next,  and  youngest  of  the  family,  is  Melinda  or  Mrs. 
Leonard  Waldo.  She  being  the  youngest,  was,  of  course 
spoiled.  She  Is  here  on  .the  ground  but  we  love  her  as  a 
sister,  and  we  think  her  a  good  woman  and  kind  mother.  •  ' 

“I  have  now  given,  briefly,  and  as  well  as  I  can,  the  his¬ 
tory  of  two  generations.  The  third  most  write  out  their 
own  at  some  future  time. 

“Some  general  remarks  may  not  be  amiss.  I  have  never 
known  any  millionaires  among  the  Nichols  family,  nor  any 
beggars.  They  have  occupied  no  very  high  positions  offi¬ 
cially.  There  have  been  ministers  and  lawyers,  mechanics 
and  farmers.  Some,  donbtless,  have  had  high  aspirations. 
There  is  one  In  particular  that  I  have  just  now  in  mind ;  he 
seems  to  have  some  trouble  with  what  he  calls  a  “Webster- 
ian  head,”  If  circumstances  had  been  favorable  for  a  de¬ 
velopment,  doubtless  we  should  have  had,  ere  this,  an  ad¬ 
dition  to  old  Noah  Webster’s  dictionary. 

“I  never  knew  of  one  being  hanged,  or  grnilty  of  commit¬ 
ting  any  great  crime.  I  do  not  positively  know  that  any¬ 
one  of  them  ever  peeked  through  iron  bars  except  myself. 
It  might  be  consoling  to  those  most  interested  to  state  that 
I  was  on  the  out.side  looking  in. 

“In  conclusion,  after  having  thought  and  thought,  what 
to  say  of  myself  that  would  be  of  note,  or  unique,  I  can 
think  of  one  thing  only,  and  that  is  this:  I  am  68  years 
old.  and  never  had  a  physician  come  to  see  me  in  my  life. 

“I  thank  you,  my  kindred  and  friends,  for  your  good  at¬ 
tention,  and  for  the  kindly  treatment  I  have  ever  received 
at  your  hands;  and  for  the  respect  you  have  ever  shown  to 
one  so  unworthy.  “The  mistakes  of  my  life  have  been 
man5',”  and  as  to  my  faults,  please  write  them  in  the 
sand. 

“I  hope  our  Divine  Father  will  look  approvingly  on  us,  and 
that  tietter  and  wiser  men  and  women  will  grow  up  from 
our  race,  that  wll  be  a  blessing  to  the  respective  ages  and 
generations  in  which  they  live, 

“We  settled  in  this  country  as  families  53  years  ago 
last  June.  Solomon  Russell  was  the  first,  Samuel  Pres¬ 
ton  the  second.  John  Stanley  the  third.  Truman  W.  and 
James  H.  NichoLs,  with  James  Nixon  were  the  next  three. 

I  make  this  .statement  to  Inform  you  of  the  year  we  settled 
in  this  town.shlp,  and  to  correct  some  errors  In  relation  to 
.some  pioneers  who  hqve  recently  passed  away.  I  know 
whereof  I  speak. 

••The  second  wife  of  David  Nichols  was  Mrs.  Kellogg, 
they  having  no  children  and  the  third  wife  was  Ann  Scrib¬ 
ner  :  a  fourth  being  Widow  Mears  whom  he  survived.  He 
diiHi  August  1826  and  was  burled  in  Toronto.  Canada.

••James  A.  Xicbols^  James  Nixon,  Samuel  Nixon  and  my¬ 
self  left  C'aimila,  West,  October,  1830,  and  examined  tbe 
country  between  I«ke Huron  and  Blacdc  river  in  this  state; 
but  mncli  of  it  waa  occns>ied  by  extensive  black  hemlock  i 
swami>s,  and  l)eooming  disgusted  with  the  whole  region,  we 
rook  a  lasting  leave,  bound  by  steam  from  Fort  Gratiot  to 
the  city  of  Detroit.  Hearing  on  oar- arrival  there  of  the  ; 
great  beauty  of  the  Grand  River  Valley,  we  started  on  ! 
foot  for  Ionia,  on  what  was  known  as  the  Grand,  River 
I'ike.  For  twelve'  odt  of  the '  city '  the  mud  was  so"  ' 

deep  it  would  make  two  days  travel  for  an  ox  team.  But 
the  road  from  Howell  to  DeWitt  was  quite  passable.  Taking  i 
breakfast  at  DeWltt  hefare  dnyll^tj  we  started  upon  the 
Dexer  Trail  for  Ionia,  which  was  32  miles  distant.  Six  of  j 
ns  started  on  this  long  poll  and  travelled  until  nearly  night,  | 
not  having  been  able  to  obtain  any  food  throughout  the  i 
whole  day.  Some  ot  tl^  party  becoming  exhausted  Nichols  i 
and  myself  went  ahead  in  search  of  food.  After  a  seeming 
long  time  we  came  upon  a  shanty,  and  finding  the  lady  of 
the  mansion  at  home,  we  applied  for  relief.  Bnt  her  lady¬ 
ship  was  not  of  the  Florence  Nightengale  type,  and  denied 
us  wholly.  After  along  expostulation  against  her  inhuman¬ 
ity,  we  obtained  some  bread  and  returned  to  our  famishing 
<-ompanions.  On  meeting  them,  we  proceeded  to  the  shanty, 
and  finding  our  feminine  friend  a  little  more  complacent,  all 
fared  sumptuously  upon  our  feast  of  bread.  ...  j 

“At  Ionia  we  met  Mr.  Stephen  B.  Groger,  the  first  settler  i 
in  Eagle,  who  assisted  us  in  loc-ating  lands  in  town  4,  range  | 
4,  Eaton  County,  now  called  Onieda  Township.  We  re-  j 
traced  our  path  to  this  location,  and  finding  our  lands  j 
all  right  as  to  soil,  situation  and  timber,  we  returned  to 
Canada  in  November. 

About  the  last  days  of  February,  1X37,  we  again  arrived 
at  Onedia.  We  were  six  in  number,  all  young  men,  be¬ 
sides  some  boys.  Mr.  J.  H.  Nichols,  oldest  of  the  company 
was  29;  James  Nixon,  26;  Martin  Nichols,  22;  Jason 
Nichols,  21 ;  Robert  Nixon,  19 ;  Samuel  Nixon,  16.  All  being 
farmers  by  occupation  although  being  Yankee  bom,  we 
could  turn  our  hands  to  anything  needed — at  least  so  we 
thought.  In  physical  point  of  view  we  were  aU  decidedly 
‘'ironsfded,"  and  without  fear  of  field  or  forest  before 
unr  eyes.  The  snow'  was  a  solid  mass  three  feet  deep,  and 
remained  so  until  March  20. 

•‘.lames  H.  Nichols  and  James  Nixon  moved  in  with 
ox  teams.  In  the  month  of  April  we  were  taken  by  surpri.'^e 
liv  the  arrival  of  a  new  settler  in  our  .shanty  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  John  Stanley,  acccmpanied  by  his  wife  and  three 
chihh-en.  Mrs.  Stanley  was  the  first  white  woman  in 
Canada  Settlement. 

“In  tlie  month  of  June  thereafter.  Mr.  T.  Walker  Nichols 
reached  us  with  a  very  numerous  family,  all  from  Canada. 
With  them  also  came  the  wive.'?  of  J.  H.  Nichols  and  James 
Nixon.  So  numerous  an  ac<iui.sition  put  us  in  mincl'  of 
what  the  Scripture  .says:  “About  this  time  men  began 
to  multiply  upon  the  earth.**  and  as  we  thought,  with  u.s. 
v.-cmen  too. 

••T.  W.  Nichols  was  from  Canada  West ;  Mr.  Stanley  wa.s 
a  Vermonter. 

“In  Ma.r  Mr.  Stanley  sowed  two  bnsbela  of  spring  wheat. 
From  this  .sowing  he  harvested  sixty-two  bushels  good 
wheat.  This  was  the  first  crop  raised  in  Canada  Settle¬ 
ment.  We  learned  by  that  that  things  would  grow  In  Mich¬ 
igan.  All  that  was  necessary  wa.5  to  clear  away  the  great 
trce«  and  tickle  the  soil  a  little  with  the  hoe  and  harrow*. 
This  most  of  us  felt  abundantly  able  to  do  ...  It  is  pleasant 
to  reflect  upon  these  times  of  pro.sperity  and  goodwill,  an 
uge  of  kindness  and  sympathy  with  one  another.*’

l)irth  was  Angust  26.  1761,  and  he  died  at  his  son-in-law's 
heme  (T; 'Wv  NtrholsT  in' London,  Ontario,  May  29,  1S29.  '  | 

His  grandchildren  who  remembered  him  were  fond  of  ' 
telling  the  tales  of  his  Revolutionary  experiences,  and  said 
they  believed  he  serveil  “all  through  the  war.”  From 
Martin  Nichols  we  have  the  following  incident;  “James  j 
McMltchell  enlisted  under  Washington  Avhen  hut  16  years  j 
of  age.  Wasblngton  offered  $3(K)  for  the  capture  of  one 
Neal  Taylor  who  was  a  sort  of  Gorilla  or  bushwhacker,  ! 
murdering  oltl7.4>nH  and  burning  property.  James  lead  a 
company  of  men  who  captured  Taylor,  shot  him  and  buried  j 
him  face  downward,  covering  his  grave  with  stones.  General 
Washington  .promptly  paid.  McMitchell  the  reward.  Of  ,hla 
personal  reuctlon  In  hour  of  battle,  he  is  said  to  have 
stated  that  while  going  Into  battle  his  hair  would*  “crawl,’ 
bnt  when  really  In  action,  he  feared  neither  “God,  man  nor 
the  devil.” 

It  is  prohnble  that  the  Me  prefixing  his  name  was 
dropped  by  him  simje'  none  of  his  children  used  it,  and 
that  fact  may  ncc»>unt  for  our  failure  to  identify  him  among 
the  many  Janw'.s  Mitchells  in  the  war  department  records  at 
Washington.  Only  one  James  McMitchell  is  recorded,  and 
th'at  Is  a  soldier  who  was  a  private  in  the  LL  Colonel’s 
Compnny,  l.’dh  Jiass.  Regiment  of  Foot,  commanded  by 
Col.  Timothy  RIgelow.  He  enlisted  July  I,  1780,  to  SCTve 
six  months,  ami  was  aw>arently  discharged  Dec.  1.  1780. 

By  trade  he  was  a  blacksmith.  His  wife  whom  he  is 
supposed  to  have  married  in  Berkshire  Co.,  Mass.,  was 
Rel)ecca  KelUtgg.  ’The  Kellogg  Geneology  states  her  birth 
and  death,  hut  not  tbe  date  of  her  marriage.

HURLBUT  FAMILY 

Thomas  Hurlbut  Is  thought  to  have  been  a  native  of 
Scotland  and  probably  came  with  Capt.  Lyon  Gardner,  the 
engineer  commissioned  by  Lords  Say  and  Seal,  Broke  and 
others  to  build  a  fort  at  Saytoook  at  the  mouth  of  the  Con¬ 
necticut  river  in  1635.  He  was  probably  born  as  early  as 
1610.  He  was  a  blacksmith  and  after  the  Pequot  War 
loc-ated  himself  and  established  his  trade  at  Weathersfield, 
(’onn.  In  1637  he  was  wounded  in  an  encounter  with  the 
Indians  at  Saybrook,  and  according  to  the  account  of  Capt, 
Gardner,  acquitted  himself  creditably  in  the  fight.  For 
his  services  in  the  Indian  wars  he  was  granted  120  acres 
of  land  by  the  Assembly  October  12,  1761,  but  did  not  avail 
himself  of  it,  and  it  was  set  off  to  his  grandson,  John  Hurl¬ 
but,  Jr.,  of  Middlestown,  1694.  He  was  a  man  of  good 
standing  in  the  town ;  De4)uty  to  the  General  Court ;  Grand 
Juror;  also  Constable,  1644.  His  wife’s  name  was  Sarah, 
Imt  nothing  further  is  known  of  her.
